those  of  UieexliDclion  (if  firea.  n  veterinary 
school,  ilie  creation  of  laborers'  dwellings, 
industrial  establishments  tor  children,  etc., 
etc.  Before  crciUing  so  tiUabsorbinij;  and 
powerful  a  department  as  iliis,  the  f^oveni- 
nient  should,  in  our  opinion,  give  the 
subject  a  little  more  consideration.  Such 
powers  should  never  be  crealeti  by  a  inuiii- 
eipa!  ordinance. 


The  probability  that  the  sanitarv  sc 
of  tills  capital   will  soon   pass  under  the 
control  of  the  municipal  goveinmunt, 
rying-   with    it    powers    and    privileges    of 
incalculable    importance  to    the  private  nnd 
business  interests  of  llie   people,  ought   to 
arouse  the  public  to  a  consideration  of  the 
question  whetlier  this  transfer  can  safely  hi 
made  at  this   moment.     In   view    of   the 
prospect   that  a   group    of    petty   munici- 
pal officials,    notoriously  incompetent  and 
corrupt,   are   to   acquire    absolute    coniiol 
over  these  interests,  the  public  certainly  can 
not  afibrd  to  treat  the  matter  wiili  indiller- 
ence.     In   principle,  we  do  not  know  tliat 
llieie  can  be  any  objection  to  eiurusliiig  the 
municipality  with  lliis  .service,  or  with  any 
other  public  service  relating  to  the  well-being 
and  government  ot  the  city,  but  in  piaciice 
these  delegations  of  authority  are  sure   to 
lead   to    trouble   if  made    before    the    city 
government  is  properly  organized  and  gen- 
eral laws  are  adopted  defining  the  powers  of 
officials  and  the  limitations  upon  the  exercise 
of  their   authority.     In_  every  case   where 
such  regulations  are  made,   care  should  be 
made  to  define  and  limit  authority,  and   to 
grant  recourses  to   those   who   may  suffer 
unjust  treatment  from  ignorant  or  arbitrary 
exercise  of  authority.     This   is  never  done, 
and   the  people  have  not  yet  learned  the 
necessity  of  demanding  it.     As  the  tendency 
in  municipal  government  is  toward  arbitrary 
interference   in    the   private    and   domestic 
affiiirs  of  llie  people,  it  is  absolutely  essential, 
in  our   opinion,   that   vigorous  opposition 
should  be  made  to  any  further  extension  of 
its   autlioriiy,   unless   attended    by    definite 
restrictions   upon  its  action,  by  recourses  to 
the  courts  in  cases  of  unjust  treatment,  and 
by  tlie  imposition  of  penalties  upon  officials 
guilty  of  trespass  upon  the   rights  and  pri- 
vileges   of  citizens,  or   ol  an    illegal   and 
arbitrary  exercise  of  authority.    If  the  citizen 
can  liave   prompt  recourse  to  llie  courts  for 
protection  again.st  officials,  and  if  the  latter 
can  be  punished  for  abuses  of  authority,  then 
there  can  be  no  objection  to  the  transfer  of 
these  services  to  llie  municipality,  providing 
contracts  are   observed   and   conflicts    with 
national  and  state  authorities  are  avoided. 
In  the  project  under  consideration,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  give  municipal  sanitary  officials  the 
rights  of  inspection,    regulation  ami  pun- 
ishment in  all  sanitary  matters   witliin   the 
city,  both  as  to   private  residences  and    to 
public  places  and  institutions.     In  tins  will 
be  included   the  inspection    of    asylums, 
hospitals,  barracks,   prisons,   factories,  mar- 
kets, deposits,  etc.,  the  analysis  and  regula- 
tion of  all  articles  of  consumption,  whether 
produced  here  or  imported,  and  the  general 
control   of    all   drainage    works,  charitable 
undertakings,  cemeteries,  burials  and  various 
other  public  services  and  institutions.     The 
delegation   of  powers  is  so   extensi\e  that, 
in  our  opinion,  it   can  not    be  entrusted  to 
such  an  irresponsible  and  loosely  orijauized 
board  without  serious  peril  to  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  people.     As  the  inspector 
general  of  hygiene  is  to  be  appointed  by  the 
prefect,    who    is  himself  appointed   by   tlie 
President,   and  as  no  provisions  arc   made 
for  an  appeal  Irom  bis  decisions,  the  scheme 
is  despotic  and  dangerous  in    every  detail. 
Moreover,  it  will  permit  a  niuuicijial  board 
to  exercise   a   di.sturbing  infiiteuce    in    tlie 
foreign    trade    of  the   country,    by   its   in- 
tederence    with    the    importation    of    food 
products,  and  it  will  exercise  various  other 
offices   which  will  unavoidably  confuse  its 
administration,    amplify  its    authority    and 
serve  only  to  irritate  and  burden  the  people. 
Among  these  extraneous  services,  we  note

Thk  minister  of  Ihiiince  will  permit  us 
to  remark  that  during  the  last  lour  vears  his 
prcdccesriors  in  olTice  have  e.stablislied  a 
reputation  in  h'.urope  for  general  inaccui'acy 
and  wilful  misre|iresentation,  which  rcndcr.s 
it  exceedingly  difficult  for  a  minister  to  use 
the  cable,  even  for  the  most  innocent  of 
purposes.  It  may  of  course  have  been  due 
to  electrical  aberrations  in  the  transmission 
of  messages,  or  to  a  mental  parallax  which 
caused  the  minister  to  say  one  thing  while 
seeing  another,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the 
percentage  of  official  misrepresentation  wns 
so  large,  especially  when  something  called' 
for  a  contradiction,  that  even  the  guileless 
and  cimfiding  London  capitalist  was  forced 
to  iieavily  salt  every  statement  originating 
with  the  BraziliEn  government,  This  has 
of  course  filled  our  cup  ol  jiain  and  appre- 
hension to  overllowing,  for  it  has  l)een  evi- 
dent that  some  unwary  minister,  unaware 
of  these  distressful  preceiients,  wiuihl  siane 
ila\'  risk  his  precious  reputation  in  a  reckless 
coutratiictiiui  itf  some  opinion  or  staleinetit 
appearing  in  these  columns.  These  appre- 
hensions, much  to  our  dismay,  have  now 
been  fulfilled,  for  we  find  in  a  Londiin 
coniemporary  of  June  3id  the  lullowiiig 
telegram  from  the  ministei' of  finance;

disiinci  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  government  lo 
leave  matters  m  J/(7/«  </;«.  The  greatest  mistake 
of  all  is  ihe  appointment  of  Don  M.  Avellaneda  as 
finance  minisler,  a  post  of  llie  greatest  difliculty 
and  requiring  immense  laleni,  lact  and  foresight, 
with  none  of  wdiich  qualitie,s  is  the  w^'w  minisler 
credited  in  any  considerable  degree.  To  request 
the  resignation  of  Minisler  Romero  at  llie  very 
moment  in  which  he  had  received  a  telegram  (rnm 
London  announcing  the  final  acceptation  of  his 
financial  proposals,  and  the  successful  issue  of  his 
efforts  lo  arrange  the  foreign  debt  is  as  unfair,  as  it 
will  probably  prove  iin;  olitic,  and  to  name  Don 
Marco  Avellaneda  as  Dr.  Romero's  successnr 
would  be  laughable  were  it  not  of  such  serious 
import  to  Ihe  country's  interests."  To  the  above 
mav  lie  added  that  a  few  days  later  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Escalanle  was  also  accepted. 


—The  cruiser  Piimeiro  de  Man;o,  about  which 
some  anxiety  was  felt  at  the  navy  department, 
arrived  at  Muranhilo  on  Ihe  asih,  wilh  a  crippled 
rudder,  empty  coal  bunkers  and  exhausted  water 
tanks,  having  been  out  54  days  from  Barbados. 

— The  A'/V)  Gfiimfi,  which  gives  an  account  of 
the  return  of  the  ijth  ballnlion  of  infantry  to  Porto 
Alegre,  says  that  it  reached  there  in  a  wretched 
stale,  Il  is  now  composed  fiir  ihe  most  part  of 
soliliers  from  cavalry  regiments,  Only  5  have 
shirts  and  only  10  have  shoes, 

— A  Porto  Alegre  paper  gives  account  of  a  das- 
tardly nfTair  wliicli  occurred  ihere  on  June  ist,  and 
wdiich  illustrates  the  savage  state  of  the  province 
under  the  revolution.  Tlie  Cal4  America  is  one  of 
the  principal  resorts  of  the  town,  and  was  moreover 
(requeuted  by  citizens  known  to  be  inclmed  lo  the 
federal  cause.  The  proprietor,  having  been 
Ihrealeneil,  had  applied  lo  liie  chief  of  police  and 
Ihe  commander  of  the  military  district  for  guaran- 
lees,  which  were  promised.  Notwilhstanding  this, 
on  the  night  of  June  isl,  when  the  cafS  was  full  of 
people,  it  was  suddenly  assaulted  by  a  group  of 
armed  men,  who,  without  warning  or  provocalton, 
fired  over  a  hundred  shols  through  the  caf6.  Some 
twenty  persons  were  severely  wounded  and  several 
others  slightly.  One  jierson  had  his  cloak  pierced 
by  rifle  bullets  in  twenty  places,  and  yet  escaped 
ivith  a  slight  injury-  All  ihe  glass  and  fittings 
were  quite  destroyed.  Having  done  this,  the 
assailniils  dispersed  without  attempt  being  made  to 
arrest  Ihem.  The  affiir  was  reported  to  the  minis- 
ter ol  war,  who  appointed  a  military  commissioti  to 
form  an  enquiry.  It  is  asserted  that  the  assailants 
were  led  l)y  a  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  national 
guard,  and  ihat  tiie  bullets  were  of  a  military 
descriplion.  This  shameful  business  shows  that 
the  Brazilians  are  determined  to  keep  up  the  glor- 
ious traditions  of  South  American  revolutions  fur 
cowardly  and  brutal  acts,  worthy  of  uncivilized 
savages.  It  would  not  do  to  let  the  reputation 
earned  by  the  conlinent  during  the  century  diminish 
in  this  resiled.  Viv.i  la  cobafdia  y  la  cftieldud!

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—Abundant  rains  are  reported  throui^bout  the 
stale  of  Sergipe. 

— The  Minas  legislature  has  resolved  to  confer 
premiums  on  the  citizens  of  that  state  who  secure 
premiums  at  Chicago. 

— A  delachment  of  60  soldiers  has  been  sent 
from  Maran!i5o  to  reinforce  the  ex|ieditinn  to  Hoa 
Vista  dos  Tocantins,  in  the  stale  of  Goyaz. 

^Gen.  Telles,  who  has  resigned  Ihe  command 
of  Ihe  forces  in  operation  in  Rin  Grande  do  Sul, 
will  lake  passage  lo-morrovv  at  Porto  Alegre  for 
this  city. 

—The  good  people  of  Valen^a  arc  joining  those 
of  Campos,  S.  Fideiis.  etc.,  in  their  protest  against 
a  continuation  of  the  war  against  the  Rio  Grande 
federalists. 

— Santos,  wdiich  has  suffered  so  much  from 
yellow  fever,  appears  to  he  in  a  very  healthy  stale 
at  present.  On  the  18th  Inst,  there  was  not  a 
single  burial  there. 

— A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  25111  says  that 
the  Argentine  government  has  instructed  frontier 
authorities  to  grant  every  protection  lo  Brazilian 
refugees  crossing  the  frontiers. 

— .'V  Montevideo  telegram  ol  ihe  24th  says  that 
the  federalists  who  have  taken  refuge  in  Uruguayan 
territory  are  moving  toward  ihe  Qiiarahy  frontier. 
New  invasions  are  anticipated  in  that  vicinity. 

—A  Mello  telegram  of  the  24tb  says  that  bolh 
belligerants  in  Rio  Grande  are  in  need  of  horses. 
To  this  we  might  add  tliat  ihere  is  a  lamentable 
lack  of  veracity  in  the  equipment  on  both  sides. 

— The  Gazela  de  A'oticias  of  the  22nd  inst.  hears 
that  a  new  invasion  of  Rio  Grande  is  to  occur,  the 
invading  force  numbering  5,000  well-armed  men. 
The  story  is  vague  enough,  however,  to  give  it  the 
air  of  an  improbability. 

— A  Mniilcvideo  telegram  of  the  2 1st  says  that  a 
conspiracy  had  been  discovered  in  Livramenlo  for 
the  purpose  of  blowing  up  the  magazine.  A  lieu- 
leiiant  and  two  sergeants  had  been  arrested.  It 
looks  like  a  variant  on  the  story  that  a  lientenaut 
bad  been  arrested  for  an  attempt  to  inulilize  the 
artillery  there. 

—■It  is  said  that  Gumcrsindo  was  attacked  at 
Jaquary  a  short  time  ago  and  was  compelled  to 
swim  Ihe  river  lo  save  his  force.  Federalist  re- 
ports state  that  he  withdrew  because  of  the  superior 
force  against  him,  and  lhat  his  retreat  was  made  in 
good  order.  Later  reports  .state  that  the  govern- 
ment forces  were  in  reality  defeated,  losing  heavily. 
We  have  given  il  all  up,  however  ;  these  con- 
■adjctory  stories  can  not  be  reconciled. 

—Telegrams  of  the  past  week  from  Rio  Grande 
have  been  most  contradictory.  While  it  is  evident 
that  no  fighting  of  importance  has  occurred,  the 
Porlo  Alegre  people  have  been  advi.sing  us  almost 
datly  of  the  repeated  annihilation  nf  Gumersindo 
Saraiva's  force  and  the  end  of  the  revolution.  The 
Ji»iml'j  correspondent  at  Melo,  however,  savs 
that  the  Castilhistas  were  defeated  by  Gumersindo 
at  Jaquary,  on  the  20lh,  losing  heavily.  This  is 
the  battle  were  Gumersindo  was  reported  to  be  so 
liadly  defeated  that  he  had  lo  swim  a  river  to  escape. 


— A  passenger  train  on  the  Porlo  Alegre  and 
Uruguayana  line  was  run  into  by  a  freight  train  on 
the  23rd  at  Monle-Alegre,  causing  one  killed,  5 
seiiously  wounded  and  7  slightly  wounded.  It  is 
supposed  that  the  passenger  train  had  been  stopped 
by  some  obstruction,  and  lhat  the  engineer  of  ihe 
reiglit  train  was  not  advised  of  il. 

— On  the  ijlh  a  box  of  fruit  was  shipped  at 
Triumpho,  on  the  Barao  de  Ararauma  railway,  for 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  the  shipper  paying  5$8oo  in  freight. 
Up  to  Hie  2lst  the  box  had  not  appeared,  and  when 
llie  consignee  demanded  his  merchandise  he  was 
coolly  informed  that  in  all  proliability  the  fruit  had 
been  eaten.  This  is  the  style  of  busniess  transacted 
on  Brazilian  railways.  The  G(i3^/«  says  that  goods 
which  can  1«  eaten  should  not  lie  shipped  on  llie 
Barao  de  Ararauma  railway— lo  which  might  be 
addeil  "  anything  worth  stealing." 

— The  minisler  ofindustry  has  informed  the  in- 
spector-general  of  railways  lhat  the  interest  guar- 
anteed in  gold  on  the  capital  ol  4,300,000$ 
employed  in  the  Rio  Grande  extension  and  Pogos 
de  Caldas  branch  nf  Ihe  Mogyana  railway,  will  be 
paid  hereafter  in  Lon<ion  in  gold,  and  not,  as  has 
hitherto  been  the  case,  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  currency 
at  the  rale  of  exchange  of  the  d.»y.  The  minister 
claims  lhat  the  payment  effected  in  the  manner 
now  adopted  is  less  burdensome  lo  the  Treasury 
than  the  system  which  has  hitherto  prev.iiled, 


Hospital  ]\Jotes. 

—The  British  Hospital  at  Buenos  Aires  has  re- 
cently conipleled  its  one  hnnriredlh  case  of  typhoid 
fever,  with  only  one  death,  which  is  the  best  record 
published  in  any  country  for  loo  cases. 

— The  new  extension  lo  the  British  Ilospilal  in 
Buenos  Aires  will  add  30  beds  to  the  accommoda- 
tions of  that  worthy  instilntion,  which  will  then 
comprise  90  beds  in  all.  The  new  extensions  will 
include  a  new  female  ward  of  19  beds,  and  an 
isolated  ward  ol  lo  beds  for  special  cases. 

—We  wish  to  remind  local  suliscribers  for  the 
maintenance  ol  the  Strangers'  Hospital  that  the 
social  year  of  the  association  closes  on  the  30th 
inst.  and  that  new  subscriptions  for  the  year  1S93- 
94  should  be  registered  as  soon  as  possible.  Tiie 
annual  meeting  of  subscribers  will  be  held  next 
mouth,  at  which  four  new  directors  are  lo  be 
chosen.

—Of  one  tiling  ^^'^  mny  he  sure  in  ton  11  eel  ion 
willi  the  Kio  Grnmie  revolution  :  ilie  wenllier  1ms 
been  most  severe.  The  cold  lias  heen  intense  and 
the  nvers  are  swollen  by  the  rains. 

— Tlie  Jonuil  do  firazil  of  yesterday  says  Ilial 
Guilherine  Klerk  is  missiny.  He  is  direclor  of 
tlie  Hanco  de  Puriugal  e  do  lirniil  nnil  o(  the  Cum- 
panliia  A^ricola  Cunimercial  Uio  e  Cnmpos. 

— Tlie  sectionnl  coiitlofllie  federal  district  lins 
issued  a  writ  of /(ifit'rtj  r-i'j^;/j' in  favor  of  Pasclmal

—The  Puiz  jiublisbed  a  lelei;iatn  from  London 
on  llie  23rd  stniin[;t!iatllieliiilish  imnclad  Viclo'in 
bad  been  lost  on  lliecoasl  of  Tripoli,  logellier  with 
Admiral  Tryon,  a  number  of  nlllcers  niid  516  men. 
The  accident  was  cansed  by  a  collision  with  the 
Camperdoiiin . 

—Severe  frosts  are  reported  Irom  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul  which  has  mnde  iravel  most  difllcull.  It  is 
not  sufficient,  bowever,  to  check  ibe  brillianl  vic- 
tories which  the  Caslilhistas  are  winniiiji  over 
Gumeisindo,  whose  forces  have  been  routed,  dis. 
persed  and  annihilated  for  about  the  Iweiititlh 
time. 

— The  police  of  this  city  has  succeeded  in  capliir- 
ingsonie  of  llie  jewelery  stolen  from  A.  Hirle  &  Co., 
of  S.  Paulo,  in  August,  1S92.  The  robbery  amount- 
ed to  about  100,000$,  and  was  committed,  it  is 
lliougbi,  by  Vnsco  Pollnin  and  others,  ihe  first  of 
wliom  now  appears  as  the  party  selling  l!ie  jewels 
bere. 

— The  l!ra?.i]iaTi  government  has  acceded  to  the 
request  of  the  Argentine  government  for  an  ex- 
tension of  tlie  period  marked  for  the  presentation 
of  the  cases  at  Washington  on  the  Misio  es 
boundary  question,  from  three  to  six  months. 
This  will  defer  the  presentation  of  these  papers  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States  to  February 
next, 

—Notwithstanding  the  strong  desire  of  one  o( 
our  Buenos  Aires  exchanges  thai  Rev.  G.  C.Grubb 
should  confine  his  niissioiiary  work  to  Ihe  Anglican 
churches,  we  see  Ihat  he  conducted  services  at  ihe 
American  Methodist  church  in  that  city  on  the  181I1 
insl.  Mr.  Grubb  evidently  declines  to  have  his 
universe  circumscribed  to  one  particular  section  ol 
it,  no  mailer  how  worthy  that  seclion  may  be. 

-Outside  of  perh.ips  a  half  dozen  of  the  prin- 
cipal streets,  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  unquestionably  one 
of  Ihe  dirtiest  cities  in  llie  worbl.  Some  of  the 
streets  are  sii  foul  Ihat  they  can  not  lielp  being 
sources  of  infeclion  for  every  epidemic  that  comes. 
I'erliaps  the  condition  of  the  streets  and  the  com- 
mon lodging  houses  accounis  lor  ihe  prevalence  ot 
fever  at  the  present  lime. 

- — The  apparent  contradiction  in  the  news  as  lo 
ihe  action  of  the  United  Slates  couils  on  t!ie  ques- 
tion of  Ihe  opening  o(  the  Chicago  Exposition  on 
Sundays,  appears  to  be  due  to  Ihe  intelligent  icle- 
graph  service  lo  Soutli  America.  The  first  decision 
was  by  the  federal  district  court  of  northern 
Illinois  and  was  against  Sunday  opening;  ibe  la^t 
decision  was  evidently  on  an  appeal  lo  tlieSu[ireme 
Court,  and  was  in  favor  of  ihe  opening. 

— The  police  were  advised  on  the  morning  of 
the  20th  by  Mme.  Sarah  Bernhardt  that  she  had 
been  robbed  of  her  jewelry  and  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  at  her  place  of  residence,  212 
Praia  de  Botafogo.  The  valuables  were  taken 
from  the  foot  of  her  bed  while  she  w.as  asleep,  sb  e 
says,  and  included  jewels  valued  at  240,000 
francs,  diverse  cheques  and  ^180  in  gold.  Several 
arrests  have  been  made,  but  no  trace  of  the  pro- 
perty h-is  been  found. 

—The  Jnrnnldo  Co>iu>UTcio  r.\  the  251I1  contains 
a  list  of  361  army  and  navy  officers  (active,  retired 
and  honorary)  who  were  at  the  heyiniiirig  of  the 
month  holding  civil  positions,  or  wa  nominees 
for  such  places.  The  list  was  compiled  by  General 
Solon,  the  author  of  a  project  in  the  Cliamber 
prohibiting  military  officers  from  holding  such 
offices.  Tlie  list  is  headed  by  Marshal  Floriano 
Peixolo,  who  is  Vice-President  and  senator,  and 
includes  eleven  jiovernors  of  slates  and  one  lieule- 
iiant-governor,  fourteen  senators  and  forty  deputies 
in  the  national  Congress, 

— We  are  sorry  10  hear  that  the  gunrda  twciimm 
of  the  Sacramento  parisli  is  in  trouble,  its  com- 
mander having  disappeared,  its  station  having  been 
stripped  o(  its  furnilure,  and  its  treasurer  being 
charged  with  receiving  more  for  ibe  service  lliaii  he 
paid  the  watchmen.  The  failure  (if  tlie  .  ulice  to 
protect  the  property  of  business  men  led  to  the  or- 
gani>^aiion  of  ihis  corps,  which  has  been  sustained 
by  contrilmtions  from  the  business  houses  in  that 
parish.  If  their  confidence  ha.s  been  abused  by 
the  treasurer  and  co)nmander  of  the  corjis,  the 
authorities  should  niakean  example  of  the  culprits. 
—A  half  dozen  Chinese,  in  European  dress  and 
wearing  stiff  straw  bals,  were  passing  through  Rua 
Gon^al'ves  Dias  on  Saturday.  They  toolt  the  mid- 
dle of  the  street,  tiieir  laces  beamed  with  curiosity 
and  good  nature,  they  walked  as  though  lliey  were 
going  somewhere  am!  knew  what  lliey  were  about, 
anil  They  were  consequently  closely  scrutinized  by 
t!ie  shopkeepers  and  idlers  ot  the  streel.  We  were 
consideralily  anmsed  by  the  opinion  ol  one  shop- 
keeper, who  after  staring  at  the  strangers  for_  a 
mirute,  sententinusly  informed  his  friends  "sdo  in- 
p^zes"  (they  are  Ens:lislimen).  The  coming  race 
-s  app.arently  still  unknown  to  those  who  are 
wailiiiH  (or  it. 

—An  elaborate  attempt  was  made  by  three 
"sharps"  last  week  to  swindle  several  banks  of 
this  city  by  means  of  forged  cheques  on  the  Lon- 
don and  Brazilian  Bank,  one  of  which  was  sc 
cleverl'doneas  to  pass  the  hands  of  the  cashier. 
By  ope'ning  a  deposit  accour  :  t!  ey  first  obtained  a 
hook  of  cheques  and  tie  customary  wj/j.  They 
then  filled  out  various  cheques,  imitating  the 
signatures,  stamps,  initials,  and  perforations,  and 
then  presented  them  to  other  banks  for  payment, 
or  entry  in  account  current.  They  were  caught, 
however,  and  are  now  under  arrest,  iheir 
operations  on  this  line  aggregate  about  300,000$. 
The  criminals  are  Pedro  Alberto  de  fJarros,  An- 
tonio Gallipoli,  Emilio  Alvim  dc  Araujo  and 
Adolpho  Silva.

—A  maruic  was  assassinated  at  the  Arma5i\o, 
Nictheroy,  on  the  moruint;  of  the  24tb,  and  a 
comrade  is  under  arrest  on  suspicion  of  being  the 
author  of  the  crime. 

—  It  is  asserted  by  some  of  the  local  journals 
that  there  has  been  an  unusual  effort  in  the  bar- 
raciis  lately  lo  keep  ihe  men  at  llieir  posts,  in  read- 
iness for  an  emergency. 

—The  long-anticipated  project  of  postal  reform 
has  been  submitted  to  Congress,  and  wc  are  now 
anxiously  waiting  to  see  if  it  proposes  to  improve 
the  efficiency  of  that  service. 

—Tlie  minister  of  finance  has  been  advised, 
perhaps  in  his  professional  capacity  as  a  medical 
man,  that  the  embalmed  remains  of  Gen.  Josii  Si- 
meao  arc  now  on  the  way  to  Brazil,  via  Europe. 

— As  we  feared  tliose  daily  fines  on  the  gas  coni- 
pany  have  a  jiersoiml  quarrel  behind  them.

—  As  two  soldiers  ol  Ihe  isl  ballalinn  of  inl.uUry 
were  healing  a  wimiaii  in  R.na  lloddoek  i,i)im  at 
half  past  one  yesterday  morning,  the  police  niter, 
[ered  and  a  liglit  ensued,  resulting;  in  ihe  death  of 
one  soldier  and  serious  injuries  to  the  oiliei'. 

— We  aie  inlorined  that  the  municiiial  fathers 
have  reduced  llie  price  of  Iresh  beef  at  S.  Diogo  so 
low  as  lo  render  the  im)>ortatiim  ol  cattle  from 
Argentina  unprofilable.

— The  project  ]ireseuted  to  the  Cliamber  by 
Deputy  Solon  (himself  an  otlicei)  making  it  illegal 
lor  a  inililaiy  officer  lo  hold  a  civil  olfice,  was 
admitted  for  discussion  on  the  21st  by  a  vote  ol  99 
against  33.  There  were  12  military  officers  pres- 
ent, 5  ol  which  favored  the  project  while  7  voted 
against  it. 

— The  interminable  inquiry  into  the  horrible 
murder  ol  the  woman  Maria  de  Macedo  on  Septem- 
ber 17111  last,  has  come  to  an  end,  the  accused 
criminal,  Timoliieo  Freire  da  Silva,  dying  yesterday 
ill  the  Copacabana  l)er:-beri  liospita!.  This  case 
has  reflected  very  litlte  ciedit  upon  the  police  auth- 
orities of  this  city. 

—  According  lo  Ihe  London  correspondenl  of  the 
Ji-rnal  do  t\»iiiiifirio  the  Conile  de  Figueiredo 
has  instiiuleil  legal  proceedings  against  xUs  Fniiiii- 
eifil  AVjcj  lor  bbel,  based  011  Ihe  publication  of 
a  report  lliat  the  plainliiT  had  been  arrested  by 
order  of  the  Brazilian  government.  To  some 
such  an  event  would  be  considered  an  honor. 

—The  failure  ol  the  medical  and  police  authoi  ilics 
lo  slojj  the  operations  of  Dr.  Abel  I'aienle, 
seems  to  iiave  resulted  in  ihe  glorification  of  that 
practioiicr,  as  his  ]iortiait  is  now  to  be  seen  in  the 
shop  windows  along  with  tlie  other  celebrities. 
In  our  opinion,  some  means  should  be  bund  to 
check  tlie  career  o(  such  specnbilors,  and  to  stop 
the  publication  of  the  nauseating  discussions  in  the 
newspapers  regarding  these  pretended  discoveries. 

— The  new  municipal  jjublic  health  act  adopted 
bv  i\\it  inlfiidciicia,  vetoed  by  Prefect  llarata,  which 
veto  has  been  disapproveil  by  the  Senate,  was 
publislied  in  the  Pah  on  ihe  24ih.  ft  will  probalily 
become  law.  It  proposes  to  take  over  the  sanitary 
services  now  existing,  add  a  number  of  other  serv- 
ices to  it,  such  as  a  reform  school,  the  inspection  of 
prostitution,  special  lioS])itals,  etc,  wliieh  are  all 
to  l)e  under  municipal  control,  ft  will  lead  to 
confusion  and  injustice. 

— A  stranger  was  assassinated  by  a  marine  on 
the  evening  of  the  24th  at  the  corner  of  Ruas 
Theophilo  Ottoui  and  Direita.  The  marine  first 
demanded  money,  then  tried  to  search  his  pockets 
aud  then  phiiigcd  a  knife  into  the  man's  bowe's 
because  lie  resisted.  The  unfortunate  stranger, 
said  to  be  Knglish,  was  tnkcn  to  the  Miscricordia 
in  a  speechless  condition,  while  the  assassin 
escaped.  And  nothing  apparently  has  been  done 
by  the  authorities  ! 

— A  drunlten  policeman  arresteil  a  (ierinan 
merchant  in  Laiangeirason  the  22iid  for  "insulting" 
him.  He  was  laken  to  the  neighboring  station 
where  llie  sergeant  on  duly,  overlooking  the 
condition  ol  tlie  policeman,  directed  another  man 
to  take  ihe  pri^ooer  to  liie  Largo  do  Machado 
station.  It  was  only  by  appealing  to  a  police 
official  residing  ill  ihat  vicinity  that  the  goiitleinan 
escaped  from  ilie  indignity  of  lieing  locked  up  in 
a  filthy  station  (or  the  night  for  an  imaginary  insult 
to  a  drunken  policeman.  Is  this  the  kind  of  police 
service  that  we  must  expect  henceforth  ? 

— It  is  very  singular  that  the  President  should 
h.ive  forced  upon  the  Senate  the  consideration  of  a 
nomination  on  exactly  the  same  terms  as  that  of 
its  predecessor.  Instead  of  considering  his  unfit- 
ness for  the  position,  the  Senate  rejected  tht 
nomination  of  Dr.  Barata  Ribeiro  as  prefect  be 
cause  of  his  being  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
medicine,  which  rendered  him  incompatible  for 
the  place.  The  President  now  nominates  a 
military  officer  for  the  same  place,  who  is  a  pro- 
fessor  at  the  military  school,  and  this  places  the 
Senate  in  a  quandary.  If  it  confirms,  then  its  re- 
jection of  Dr.  liaraia  was  unjustified;  if  it  does 
not  confirm,  then  the  present  anomalous  situation 
continues.  The  Senate  confirmed  the  nomination 
yesterday.
